Wailing blasts from an uncooperative air raid siren broke 
the midnight stillness early this morning in San Rafael, bringing 
tip ghosts of the wartime era a decade ago. 
Hundreds of residents, were rudely awakened by the first 
unscheduled night-time blast. About 50-60 telephone calls flooded 
the San Rafaei police department with excited calls. 
From midnight to 1:15 a.m, the police phone rang, as the 
lone siren kept sending up its intermittent wails. Police immedi­ 
ately checked with telephone company* officials who stated they 
believed the lire department maintained the sirens.

Ross $57,000 Bond Approval 
Asked For New Classrooms 
Overcrowded classrooms will be 
a thing of the past at the Ross 
Grammar school if voters in the 
town approve a $57,000 bond Issue 
to be voted on at an election set 
for February 10.

The Mils are technical in that 
they would grant an exception to 
the $225,000 limitation placed on 
output of any prison industry.

Richard A. McGee, director of 
the Department 
of 
Corrections, 
pointed out the lifting of this Uniit 
is not unprecedented. He noted that 
the license plate industry, salvage 
operations and the former jute in* 
dustry, which was burned out of 
San Quentin, all held exemptions 
from the limitation, 
Money 1» immediately available 
for purchase of $1.500,000 worth of 
cotton textile machinery tor the 
prison, McGee said. No legislative 
appropriation is necessary to start 
operations. It would take about one 
year to put the mill in operation. 
Five types of material would be 
manufactured undir the present 
plan, Chamhray would be made for 
shirts; denim for pints; broadcloth 
for underclothing; 
sheeting and 
toweling. There would be no at­ 


tempt to make fancy cloth or 
material tor 
drapes 
and 
such 
things, he declared. 
McGee said that the industry 
would in no way adversely affect 
any California industry. All of its 
products would be used by the state 
prisons, institutions and hospitals. 
None would be sold to the public. It 
would, however, provide a new 
market for California’s expanding 
cotton-growing industry. 
Last year, through the Division 
of Purchases, the state 
bought 
$1,200,000 worth of material from 
eastern concerns to provide things 
for care of its charges. McGee said 
practically all of these eastern pur­ 
chases could be eliminated. He es­ 
timated that savings to the state 
in 12 years would aqual the $1,500,- 
0001 cost of needed machines and 
equipment. 
The new textile mill already has 
a building constructed for it. When 
the 85-year-old Jute mill burned 
two years ago, a new building to 
house its ancient machinery al­ 
ready was nearing completion. The 
textile mill will be set up in this 
structure, now finished, 
McGee said between 500 and 600 
men would be employed in the mill 
when it finally is in full produc­ 
tion.

on the new project before the state 
Correctional Industries Commission 
voted to approve it.

EDITORIAL OPINIÓN 
Delay On Fairgrounds By 
Supervisors Hinders Armory 


• Stale adjutant general** office wants to build 
a $144*500 armory in Marin, but hasn’t got a 
lot to build on. . 
Oik« again we see the folly of delay, as prac­ 
ticed by tiic county .board of supervisors, in 
regards to the county fairgrounds. If the county 
had come to some decision on a proper fair­ 
grounds site, it would be only natural and 
normal to put the new armory on the fair­ 
grounds. 
Without a cent of expense to the county, it 
would already have one building under con­ 
struction. This building would he large enough 
for numerous county and civic functions. Its 
60 x 120 foot hall would be «1 invaluable 
addition to the county. It is large enough to 
become the central and permanent building of 
a first county lair. 
This is no revolutionary suggestion. We take 
no credit for thinking it up. In general it al­ 
ways has been a part of the fairgrounds pro­ 
posal. Seven! other .ounties are using their 
armories in just this way. It is the practical, 
sensible approach. 
The catch is this. The state is ready to build 


iu armory now-not five years from now. The 
supervisors have been talking about and kick­ 
ing around fairgrounds suggestions for years 
now. We’ve reached a point of no return. 


The armory is about to be built. If there is 
no fairgrounds on which to place it, it will be 
placed elsewhere; much of its usefulness will 
thus tx lost. 
In bo'ii of the last two meetings of the board 
of supervisors, Chairman William Fusselman 
has instructed the clerk to answer letters from 
falrgrounds-interested persons. These answers 
contend that a new fairgrounds committee will 
be appointed within 50 days. 
It is now 12 days since the first letters were 
written; five since the second. There »till is 
time to make Fusselman’s self-set deadline, but 
it is going fast. 
The time for stalling has passed. This com­ 
mittee should be in operation at the earliest 
possible date; their recommendations acted 
on after they are submitted. 
Then maybe the National Guard unit will 
have a plot to enlist on. 


Voice From India 
Urges Tolerance 
Just a few days ago, India was taking the in­ 
itiative in urging peace between Soviet Russia 
and the United States, with special reference 
to Korea, with a plan which lacked tome spe­ 
cific details but was tense with earnestness. 
As a sort of follow-up of that appeal, Prime 
Minister Jawaharial Nehru in a statement at 
New Delhi, has urged the world nations to de­ 
velop more "tolerance toward one another.** 
"This, of course, is the precise plea dating 
back to the beginning of any nation. It is an 
appeal likely to be voiced as long as more than 
one nation exists. It applies to individuals, to 
organizations, to races, to^religiSus faiths, to 
ideas, to movements with the same reasonable 
and emotional emphasis. Vet such a universal 
preachment is practiced laggardly. 
Nehru was speaking at a conference on how 
the Gandhi teachings of non-violent resistance 
to evils might be applied on a global scale. He 
deplored that the spirit of nations putting up 
with one another in spite of disagreements is 
lacking in sincerity. He might have extended 
his sad summation to many other fields of in­ 
tolerance. 
Thera art individuals and groups here lit 
Marin ready to admit their own lack of ade­ 
quate tolerance, patience and understanding 
of one another, yet retaining an unfriendly 
competition instead of the very coordination 
they admit to be proper. Nations act the ume 
way. 
Nehru does not consider the United States 
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a model of internal comity or of national per­ 
fection. We might secretly concede he is right. 
He hns condemned us for dropping atomic 
bombs on Hiroshima and Nagasaki, comparing 
us to the Nazis who bombed innocent British 
people. That comparison we heatedly disclaim. 
Yet he adds practical fervor to the well-mean­ 
ing of Gandhi, and it might be that he can re­ 
verse some missionary trends and coax some 
more literate, more prosperous, more advanced 
countries into simple solutions (like tolerance) 
of international ills which we all insist on con­ 
sidering as complex.

During the past 12 months infantile paraly­ 
sis launched its most savage attack against the 
people of our country. A total of 55,000 human 
beings, most of them children, were stricken 
with the disease.

It is an increase of 351^ per cent more than 
the former worst year, 1949. 


With such a staggering task ahead of them, 
it is no wonder the fund committee for the 
National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis it 
working overtime this month to raise needed 
monies.

AFFAIRS OF STATE 
Interim Unit's Plan 
In Speaker s Hands 


By HENRY C. Mac ARTHUR 
SACRAMENTO (CNSi — One 
of the great criticisms of legislative 
interim committees is that these 
groups spend many years studying 
various 
governmental 
problems, 
only to find legislatures unwilling 
to adopt their recommendations. 
Large sums of money, for the em­ 
ployment of experts in the vari­ 
ous fields of study, are more or 
leas wasted, and the public de­ 
rives no benefit whatever. 
This criticism is being heard 
more frequently as the number of 
such committees Increase and as 
larger sums are allocated tot their 
use during the period between 
legislative session. 


IT IS GENERALLY assumed 
that when a legislator asks his 
fellow sokms for an interim com­ 
mittee and an appropriation to 
carry out the purposes of an in­ 
vestigation, he is sincere in his 
request. He does not intend to use 
the committee as a side issue for 
income during the interim period, 
either for himself a for the ex­ 
perts and stenographic help the 
committee might employ. 
The usual result of a committee 
investigation is a report submitted 
to the state legislature, in which 
are contained 
recommendations 
for the improvement Of state gov­ 
ernment, 
politically 
and 
eco­ 
nomically. 


SUCH A REPORT has been sub­ 
mitted by the Assembly Commit­ 
tee on Governmental Reorganiza­ 
tion, which was headed by Assem­ 
blyman James Silliman, recently 
elected speaker of the bouse. 
The report is the result of a 
couple of years of inquiry into the 
activities of the state depart­ 
ments. To get scene private busi­ 
ness ideas, the Silliman committee 
called in the services of an advisory 
group from industry, 
Among other things, the report 
recommends the establishment of 
a general services department in 
state government, which would in­ 
clude some of the functions of the 
present Department of Finance, 
which, the committee says, should 
be relieved of its operating re­ 
sponsibilities and stick to policy 
matters. 


THE REPORT also suggested 
that the state should provide ade­ 
quate salaries to attract executives 
from private business; . that the 
state should make a concerted ef­ 
fort to establish proven business 
practices in the operation of state 
government. 
It also suggested an independent 
periodic post audit comparable to 
practices generally followed by 
private business. 
Further, the committee says, the 
state engages in certain functions 
which could be handled better by 
private industry, such as printing. 
Another is the maintenance of a 
communications system operated 
by the state. 


THE SIGNIFICANCE of the re­ 
port, however, is not so much the 
material contained therein, but 
primarily, the fact that Silliman, 
now sitting in the driver’s seat in 
the assembly, finally has the op­ 
portunity to accomplish some of 
the things his group recommends. 
If the new speaker wants to 
shake up the state Department of 
Finance and create another state 
department, it is virtually within 
his power to do so. If he wants to 
abolish the state printing office 
in ftvor of farming out state work 
to private concerns, he has, as the 
leader of the assembly, an excellent 
opportunity to carry out the pur­ 
poses of his committee eport. 
It will be interesting to watch 
the course of legislation along this 
line, and see what happens.

Govern Farm 
Tax Returns

Art you a farmer? 
There are many special rules 
governing 
the tax returns of 
farmers. 
A farmer is 
a- person who 
is actually in 
the business of 
earning a livli- 
h o o d 
!r om 
farming. 
Sim­ 
ply owning a 
we ek - e n d 
place 
or 
en­ 
gaging to part- 
time farming at 
a loss, Is not 
s u f f i c i e n t 
to classify as a farmer for tax 
purposes. 
YoU can figure your income 
either of two ways: 
1, Cash basis. 
You include to income all cash 
received and the fair market value 
of property received from the sale 
of livestock and produce raised. 
You include to your income the 
profit from the sale of livestock, 
or anything else, that you pur­ 
chased and resold. 
You include in Income your 
gross 
Income 
from 
all other 
sources; such as your wages from 
working out; insurance proceeds 
collected, etc. 
You deduct from income all the 
costs and expenses t h a t you 
actually paid. (Except costs of 
capital items) 
2. Accrual basis. 
On the accrual basis you in-, 
elude your inventories at the be­ 
ginning of tiie year, less your in­ 
ventories at the end of the year, 
plus all of your income as above. 


You deduct your expenses when 
you incur them regardless of when 
you pay them. 
Your income on the accrual 
basis is figured on page 2 of the 
separate form 1040F for farmers. 
If you are not on the accrual basis, 
then skip this page 2 of form 1040F 
entirely. 
Farmers should report their in­ 
come and deductions on form 
1O40F regardless of whether they 
are on the accrual basis or the 
cash basis- 
Once you have filed a return on 
either the cash or the accrual 
basis, you cannot change to the 
other basis without first securing 
permission. 
Tb change your basis, yo must 
make an application for permission 
to change within the first §0 days 
of the pear in which you want to 
change. Applications for permis­ 
sion to change should be made to 
the 
Commissioner 
of 
Internal 
Revenue, Washington 25, D.C. 
You fill out both form 1040? and 
form 1040 in filing your income 
tax return. 
Income from farming is not sub­ 
ject to the self-employment tax.

WASHINGTON {/P>-It was to be 
Secretary of State Acheson*« last 
news conference. The small audi­ 
torium of the State Department 
was almost filled with reporter» 
and commentators who had been 
dealing with him since he became 
secretary four years ago. 
He came to, looking like a mas 
who had had a good night’s sleep 
He seemed at ease, as usual, but 
with an almost birdlike alertness, 
which is also usual with Mm. 
Nothing about him suggested the 
extraordinary pressura of the four 
years unless perhaps It was his 
hair. It had turned very gray. 


AS HE SAT down at a small 
table, facing the newsmen, the 
photographers knelt on the floor. 
They said: "Start talking.® He 
looked at them as if to say: "To 
whom?” Crouching closer, they 
said: 
"Talk 
over our heads.® 
Acheson grinned: "Oh, I couldn't 
talk, over your heads.® 
Everyone laughed. Everyone ia 
the room, some time or other, had 
heard Acheson accused of talking 
down to people, particularly to 
Congressmen with whom his re­ 
lations could hardly be worse. He 
sometimes gave the imprécision of 
a man trying to put up with 
children. 
Acheson, of course, might argue 
that he merely talked on the level 
he was used to while respectfully 
assuming his listeners were on the 
same level. And among his inti­ 
mates he is said to be a lively man 
with a taste for earthy language. 
But this part of him could not 
be detected in his sometimes mild­ 
ly humorous but always unbending 
public appearances. 


NO MATTER what the reason 
for his public austerity—a natural 
condition, a deliberate attitude, or 
a deep self consciousness—he was 
never, to his misfortune, able to 
establish a warm and personal 
link with Congress, where his 
critics multiplied and demanded 
his scalp, hide, teeth and toenails. 
He happened to be to the State 
Department at a time of severe 
national anxiety over Communism 
and had had a major part in 
shaping some of the most far- 
reaching postwar policies, such as 
arms for Greece and Turkey, the 
Marshall Plan, the Atlantic Pact, 
arms f a Europe. 


BUT 
WHILE 
the 
European 
fortress was being cemented, he 
was attacked for not having done 
enough to Asia where Communism, 
after overrunning China, finally 
erupted to the Korean War. Since 
the problem of Communism, one 
way or the other, is not likely to 
be settled soon, it-will be a while 
before history is able, with the 
benefit of perspective, to assign 
Acheson his true place. 
Meanwhile, his critics already 
have passed judgment on him, and 
he had many critics, perhaps more 
critics than admirers. But his ad­ 
mirers, of whom President Tru­ 
man is one of the foremost, regard 
him to terms that are superlative 
or close to it. Truman, for in­ 
stance, calls him one of the 
greatest secretaries of state. But 
it Is questionable that even Tru­ 
man would consider Acheson’s 
judgment always beyond dispute. 


ONE OF THE greatest postwar 
shocks of the public was the ac­ 
cusation by Whittaker Chambers 
that Alger Hiss, who had worked 
In the State Department some 
years before, was a member of 
a Communist spy ring. Hiss was 
finally jailed for perjury to con­ 
nection 
w i t h 
the 
Chambers* 
charges. The result was to create 
to minds that had never thought 
much about espionage, a frighten­ 
ing suspicion about the State De­ 
partment, its policies and its peo­ 
ple. 
It was a widening suspicion 
which made Sen. McCarthy sound 
all the more plausible when he 
charged the department was sat­ 
urated with Communists and be­ 
gan saluting Acheson derisively as 
the "Red Dean." 


ACHESON, IN a few unforget­ 
table moments, did himself stag­ 
gering damage in many minds 
when, in answer to questions, he 
said he was a friend of Hiss and 
would not turn his back on him. 
Since he could have ducked or dis­ 
owned Hiss, why then did 1» give 
such an answer? 
He explained he was motivated 
by his belief in the principle of 
Christian charity.

Why’s everybody so excited about this two-platoon business? 
Certainly the game isn’t going on the rocks because of it, nor 
is it headed for a boom. We’ve seen both the free substitution 
rule and the limited sub rule, and the game is still high on the list 
of American sports. 
** Certainly there are some other changes that would really revo­ 
lutionize the sport, a couple of which have been mentioned to 
this department by Paul A. Miller, head athletic director at San 
Rafael High. 
First of all, Miller has taken the stand that he favors the death 
of the platoons. "It makes a player really want to play the game 
as it should be played, instead of just performing in one specialty,” 
Miller said. "I think they’ve been bally-hooing football too much 
—they’ve made prima donnas out of the players,” he added. 
Now that he has taken his stand, Miller goes ort to explain 
a few changes he’d like to see. 
1. ”1 think the team that is behind in football should have its 
option of kicking or receiving the kickoff after a touchdown, re­ 
gardless of which team scores the touchdown.” 
2. "If a team is leading, and is caught within its own 20-yard- 
line with less than three minutes to plav, it must punt on the next 
play." 
These,, reasons Miller, would give the losing team a better 
chance. 
Point number I; Say for example San Rafael is trailing Tam 
by 7-20. The Bulldogs score a touchdown and conversion to make 
it 14-20. Instead of kicking off, the Bulldogs would have the option 
of either kicking or receiving. Naturally they’d receive and they’d 
be right back in the old ball game. 
Point number 2: Tam is leading San Rafael, 13-7 with only 3 
minutes to play. Tam is on its own 15 so they would be forced to 
punt on the next play and the Bulldogs would take the offense 
lor the potential tving or winning score. 
Miller m id point 2 would eliminate a great deal of stall- 
in the final minutes and “it would keep both teams on 
their toes—they’d have to fight for it all the way.** 
However, if these rules, definitely designed for the underdog, 
were adopted, we re afraid the rules committee would get carried 
awav and create some even greater revolutionary changes, a few’ 
of which we hereby speculate: 
1. The quarterback on the leading team must tell the losing 
team every’ plav he calls and over what position it will run. In case 
of a tie—every man for himself. 
2. Any defensive man on the winning team may not obstruct 
the path of a ball carrier of the losing team. Violation w’ould result 
in automatic touchdown for losing team. 
S. In final period of game, losing team may keep possession of 
ball until a touchdown is scored. 
4. If at final gun the losing team still hasn’t beaten the win-, 
ning team, they oughta* quit football and try playing cards— 
solitaire. 
And. if the rules committee adopts these changes—we^d 
suggest they give football back to the Russians-they invented 
it. didn't they?

But Marsh Klnderwall. the 
naive son of a Mother Kinder* ail, 
missionary, and penicillin save 
him. 
Mother Klnderwall Is an evan­ 
gelist. 
After Splane recovers he 
sells himself to Mother Klnderwall 
and eventually takes over the show, 
and sells hate to America. 
FOR ALL HIS POWER Splane is 
a weak man, unable to control his 
ambitions. Marsh dies because of 
him, and loses his wife, a Jew. And 
Splane preaches hate against Jews 
and Negroes. 
Busch spends a number of pages 
getting Splane up to the point 
where his real power becomes evi­ 
dent, and it isn’t clear that Splane 
really believes in what he is doing 
until almost too late. Be he loves 
power, and that becomes evident 
early. 
It’s a good 250 pages before the 
novel really begins to move, and 
then there’s action almost right to 
the end. But. it is painful at 
times to know that something has 
happened or going to happen 
(Marsh’s escape from a sanitarium 
and his business with the gun and 
Splane) and find a shift in action 
to details about how one waits in 
a lobby for a man only to find 
that he has been gone for hours. 
BUT WE KNOW enough of 
Splane to know that he is a 
menace. 
We also know that he 
can incite a riot, and that possibly 
weaker men than he have incited 
bigger riots and become rulers of 
nations and people.

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CAMERA NEWS 
Old Stereo Craze 
Enjoying Big Boom. 


By IRVING DESFOU 
AP Newsfeatnres 
The stereo boom, a modern rejuvenation of an old erase, rolls for­ 
ward at a more rapid pace as new equipment and new services appear 
to welcome the latest converts. The latest items in camera stores are 
a new stereo camera and Kodak's new color film which, after proces­ 
sing, is returned in stereo mounts ready for viewing. 
To see what the fuss is all —* 
* 
* 
about, I put the two together and 
went out to do some shooting. 
The Revere Stereo 33 is a simpli­ 
fied precision camera, easy to 
handle. It has a coupled range- 
finder and separate viewfinder at 
the top with a winding knob which 
cocks the shutter for the next pic­ 
ture as it advances the film. It has 
a separate hand lever if you insist 
on taking a double exposure or if 
you wish to take a single frame. 
THE 
AVERAGE 
camera 
fan 
should have no difficulty shooting 
pictures for stereo. He exposes 
exactly as he has for color trans­ 
parencies, remembering his basic 
exposure of 1/SOth of a second 
at f/6 J for sunny day shooting. 
* 
The main difference from normal 
shooting I found was in con- • 
sciously seeking foreground in­ 
terest so as to emphasize per­ 
spective. 
I 
remembered, 
from 
stereo slides I had seen shot by 
friends, 
that 
when 
an 
object * 
loomed large in front it heightened 
the feeling of depth in space For 
example, when it came to phctuk 
graphing my three youngsters t • 
selected an angle which showed 
them one behind the other. Nor­ 
mally. I’d snap them alongside 
each other, more or less equally 
distant from the camera. In tak­ 
ing a picture of the house, I shot 
from an angle to show the reced­ 
ing perspective lines, instead of a-' 
broadside view. 
WITH THUS SELECTIVE angle 
of shooting in stereo, it becomes 
more important to understand and 
use the depth-of-field scale. In 
simplest terms, %depth of field is ‘ 
that area of your picture In sharp 
focus. It is governed by the lens ' 
itself, its aperture and at what 
distance it is set In general, as 
you make the lens opening «mail­ 
er (going from f/3.6 to f/45 to 
f/iJ to f/6) you increase the depth 
of field, or make a progressively 
larger area sharper. In addition, 
as 
you 
increase 
the 
distance 
focussed on from the camera, you 
also increase the depth of field. 
THUS lb IMPORTANT in stereo 
because one of the essentials in 
a good stereo slide is sharpness 
throughout, from iron to back. 


This differs from black-and-white 
where it is sometimes desirable 
to have an out-of-focus back­ 
ground in order to emphasise the 
main subject. 
In actual practice, here is how 
I worked a depth-of-field calcula­ 
tion The scene was In the back 
yard after a snowfall. The sun 
was bright and the missus was 
tugging at a sled with the kids 
piled on. 
I selected almost a 
head-on angle, with my wife six 
feet away. Behind her was the 
sled, the kids and some trees in 
the far background. The distance 
to be sharply covered, then, was 
from six feet to infinity, 
BECAUSE OF THE snow and 
bright sun, I could shoot at i/SOth 
and f/6. Setting the rangeflnder, 
which is combined with the depth- 
of-fieid scale on the Revere cam­ 
era. with the six feet at f/6, it re­ 
vealed that by focussing at IS .set, 
everything would be sharp from 
r,ix feet to infinity So the depth 
of field scale determined the dis­ 
tance to be focussed on. 
However, even a beginner can 
forget the figures and shoot nor­ 
mally. focussing with the range- 
finder on the principal foreground 
subject. Undoubtedly he’ll agree, 
as we did, that this is a colorful 
new world with the third dimen­ 
sion added to our pictures,

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Pansies Like Cool, 
Moist Wintertime 


Pansies prefer a cool and damp 
environment, the kind that euats 
tn many areas of the Pacific coast 
m the winter months. Few low- 
growing annuals can compete with 
the pansy for deep radiant colors. 
The flowers may be used for in­ 
door decorations, floating individ­ 
ual florets on the surface of water. 
Swiss strains are world famous 
and are somewhat larger than cer­ 
tain other types. The plant* are 
taller and the flowers have a great­ 
er spread oik their face. This means 
that they require more moisture as 
it must be pumped up through the 
entire length of the stem to the 
top of the plant. Keep this in mind, 
especially 
during 
warm 
days. 
Pansies suffer from a dry soil. 
PANSIES PREFER a loamy soil, 
somewhat on the lighter side. The 
addition of leaf mold or American 


peat will benefit the soil. Well 
rotted manure may be incorporated 
with the soil several weeks before 
planting. Make sure it is thor­ 
oughly 
decomposed. 
Feed 
the 
plants about once every two weeks, 
starting when the buds first ap­ 
pear and continuing until 
the 
flowers are in full bloom. Pansies 
may be propagated either by sow­ 
ing seed or by transplanting es­ 
tablished seedlings. 
Pansy flowers should be removed 
before they go to seed. This tactic 
lengthens the flowering period by 
conserving the plant’s strength. As 
the young plants grow they should 
be shaped by pruning off the lead­ 
er stem. This produces a bushier 
and more attractive specimen and 
also delays the appearance of the 
flowers until the plant Is better 
established. 


Primula 
Obconica Favorite 
For Shady Spots Or Pots 


An aristocrat among the prim­ 
roses is primula obconica, fast be­ 
coming a favorite for shade gar­ 
dens. This charming little annual 
has both larger blooms and a 
longer blooming period than its 
perennial cousin the common oow- 
*jip (primula veils). Plant* sot out 
now should start to bloom about 
the first of February and continue 
for three months or more. 
Primula obconica will add rich 
spots of color to your shade garden. 
IX you already have some fairy

you will find the lower growing 
obconica* fit well into the fore­ 
ground and add darker tones to 
the display Plant them in groups 
of six or more for the best show­ 
ing.

The 
government has used this material 
under blacktop and thin concrete 
toppings on airfields. Where such 
surfaces are not treated, weeds 
frequently grow right through the 
paving. The treatm ent will last for 
two years when placed on walks 
end drives. 
Another weed killer contains 
borax, but is mixed with sodium 
chlorate. The

The Ancients thought that the 
universe was composed of four ele­ 
ments; earth, air, fire and water. 
Today chemists recognize many 
more elementary «Materials than 
these make up the universe.

We all realize human food comes 
Into being first as a plant or field 
crop» which in turn has Its origin 
in the soil, with sunshine, air and 
moisture as accessory factors in 
growth. 
Many of the very earliest of the 
classical 
writers devoted entire 
volumes 
to discussions of 
the 
proper practices of farming. Cato 
*b . C. 95-46) wrote: "Plowing the 
land simply means rendering the 
earth porous and friable, which 
must tend to increase its produc­ 
tiveness.’* 
COLUMELLA 
( f i r s t century 
A. D) write: "Some of the legumi­ 
nous plant* manure the soil, and 
make it fruitful, whilst other crop® 
exhaust it, and make it barren. 
Lupines, beans, peas, lentil«?, and 
vetches are reported to manure the 
land.” 
Today we plant legumes, vetch, 
and "horse beans” to be plowed 
under. The amateur can set out a 
few "horse beans” around his rose 
bushes, newly planted fruit trees, 
peony clump, camellia shrub, or 
his gardenia. He can set them out 
now, watch the bean plant* grow, 
and later in spring cut them down 
and work the stems, leaves and 
all into the soil to release their 
supply of nitrogenous food for the 
benefit of the permanent inhabi­ 
tants of the garden.

WHAT TO DO 
IN THE GARDEN 
THIS WEEK 
If we are to have healthy trees, 
shrub« and vines in the spring, we 
must spay now for scale insects 
and eggs. 
W hat wc use is a winter oil 
emulsion spray, sticky so that it 
will stay put longer and will suf­ 
focate the enemy insect and kill 
the eggs. Several good sprays of 
this type are on the market. 
They should be used on apricots, 
for brown apricot scale; on al­ 
monds tor the almond mite; on 
pears tor the pear scale; on cher­ 
ries, and on apples for wooly 
aphis. San Jose scale, mealy bug, 
and almond mite. 
The oil emulsive spray also gets 
the Mediterranean fig scale with 
which your fig trees may be in­ 
fested, the mites on the plums and 
prunes, and the seals and mite In­ 
sects on walnuts. 
BUT DO NOT SPRAT your 
peaches, nectarines and flowering 
peach now — late November was 
the time to use lime sulphur and 
Bordeaux to control the curly leaf. 
Don't spray again until spring, 
when the buds are just about ready 
to burst. Then use Bordeaux. Ap­ 
ricot* should also be let alone now 
unless they show scale or mites. 
The dormant oil emulsion spray 
should however be used on per­ 
simmon, quince, and hawthome, 
for mite insects.

trees, 
myrtle, 
hollies, toyons, trailing ivy, Ian- 
Una, gardenias, daphne, Mexican

New Tomatoes 
Home gardeners will welcome the 
new tomato, Red Top, developed at 
the New York state experiment 
station. The new variety Is a paste 
tomato. 
Its rich thick pump can be used 
for concentrated tomato paste, im­ 
proving the color and texture of 
catsup and for canning whole to­ 
matoes. The new tomato is less 
watery than ordinary tomatoes 
when mixed with other vegetables 
such as onions or peppers. * 
The Red Top is somewhat larger 
and produces more fruit to the 
vine than the Italian canner to­ 
mato. 
Another new tomato, resistant to 
both 
fusarium 
and 
verticilium 
wilts, common fungus disease in 
tomatoes has been developed by 
the University of California at 
Davis. It has been named Simi, 
for the town of that name in Ven­ 
tura county.

of the air and make it available 
to the tiny rootlets of all plants 
are bacteria, more specifically ni­ 
trogen-fixing bacteria. They grab 
atmospheric nitrogen and make it 
suitable for absorption by the root­ 
lets. 
How do these bacteria get into 
the soil? They come through de­ 
caying or decayed original native 
vegetation. In other words through 
organic decaying plant life. The 
falling * leaves, dried grass, dead 
twig«, all worked under bring back 
to the sod the necessary elements 
for plant growth. Only because 
the debris of previous generations 
of plants existing in the soil le it 
possible to keep It productive. 
Let us for a moment examine * 
plant which lacks certain elements. 
NITROGEN 
LACKING 
in a 
plant shows up by stunted growth 
and by yellow leaves instead of 
dark «preen ones. The whole plant, 
root, stem, leaf, bloom and all 
whether it be for crop or purely 
ornamental will take on a stunted 
or starved look. 
On the other hand, when too 
much nitrogen is present a plant 
blows up into strong growth and 
very dark grelh leaves. I’m sure 
all of us have seen grass growing 
up through a clump of manure. 
The farmers call them "manure 
spots,” and the grass Is green» 
and stronger than any other near 
It. 
Phosphorus Is another element 
extremely 
important 
to 
good 
growth. Deficiency in phosphorus 
«Down up mostly by the plant be­ 
ing unable to make seeds. Abund­ 
ance of phosphorus, especially in 
the early stages of plant growth, 
stimulates root development rather 
than foliage growth. It helps to 
bring on the ripening process in 
the plant; and it makes seed form­ 
ation sure. 
POTASSIUM or potash is the 
next important element. Potassium 
is important to every cell in the 
living plant It Is tied up with the 
proteins, particularly those which 
ere found in the nucleus of the 
cell. Its presence In the cell ha« a 
definite relation to cell division 
which of course means multiplica­ 
tion, growth, and full development 
A potash-hungry plant lacks 
vigor and often gives up to insect 
and fungus enemies. The plant also 
lacks in proper sugar and starch 
production. This is especially no­ 
ticeable in such food plants as tha 
bean, potato and turnip. 
Now is the time to get busy to 
improve our soils. Thrash it up by 
spading deep. You aim to make 
your soil light and airy. You want 
to add bulk food. Use good ma­ 
nures, rough compost, decompos­ 
ing leaves and the Ulte, all can be 
worked into the soil now. Not 
down to China, but right under the 
surface six to eight inches where 
the winter rains will creep in to 
bring on decomposition and make 
happy homes for the friendly bac­ 
teria.

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Beds For New Roses 


Arrive In Bay Area 
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New rose plants will soon be 
delivered to gardeners in the bay 
area, and this is the time to pre­ 
pare beds for their arrival. Ad­ 
vance preparation turns planting 
into an easy job and will make a 
big difference in the results later 
on. 
With the strides that have been 
made in the development of su­ 
perior varieties in recent years, 
most gardeners prefer to buy the 
latest in roses such as the famous 
All-America award winners. These 
strong, hardy varieties are pre­ 
tested by experts and recommend­ 
ed by the country’s leading grow­ 
ers. The two current award win­ 
ners are Chrysler Imperial, a deep 
crimson red hybrid tea and Ma 
Perkins, a floribunda of sparkling 
coral shell pink. Three other fav­ 
orites are Fred Howard, a rich 
yellow hybrid tea; Helen Traubel, 
also a hybrid tea, apricot pink; and 
Vogue, the famous cherry coral 
floribunda. 
ROSES WILL DO their best in 
a location that receives at least 
4 to 6 hours of sunlight every day. 
The soil should be well drained 
and not too close to shrubs or trees 


New System 
To Identify 
Mosquitoes 


Controlling California mosqui­ 
toes may be easier now that an 
identification system for newly 
hatched larvae has been worked 
out by Richard M. Bohart, asso­ 
ciate professor of entomology on 
the Davis campus of the University 
of California. 
By finding out the exact kind of 
young Aedes mosquito in a pool 
of water, mosquito-control experts 
will be able to predict when the 
pests will mature and fly. In this 
way, they can better plan control 
measures over wide areas to insure 
best results. 
Also, some mosquitoes do not bite 
man or domestic animals, so there 
would be no Importance in killing 
them. 
AEDES ordinarily do not trans­ 
mit diseases such as malaria or 
encephalitis to nun, but some have 
been proven carriers in the labora­ 
tory. Fortunately for man, the 
Aedes mosquitoes’ life cycles are 
not well timed to transmit the di­ 
seases. 
However, Aedes mosqui­ 
toes are often responsible for 
weight loss and lowered production 
in cattle and poultry. 8 0 the con­ 
trol experts must know which mos­ 
quitoes are present in order to 
work out the best control meas­ 
ures to protect both man and 
animals. 
Bohart has worked out the first 
identification key to the tiny young 
Aedes, largest group of mosqui­ 
toes in California. 


Rural Zoning 
Growing In U. 5. 


CHICAOO CUA) — The develop­ 
ment of rural areas has impelled 
many local governments recently 
to enact rural coning ordinances 
The American Society of Plan­ 
ning Officials says businesses and 
Industrial plants as well as city 
dwellers are moving to less thickly 
populated areas. 
The society said that in many 
oases these urban fringe« now ex­ 
tend as far as 30 to M miles be­ 
yond city limits. 
World War II and postwar ex­ 
pansions promoted the trend, the 
society said, and defence produc­ 
tion needs since the outbreak of 
war In Korea has given it added 
Impetus. 
As a result, the society said, ru­ 
ral areas near cities are develop­ 
ing patchwork patterns of residen­ 
tial ‘dormitory” subdivisions, busi­ 
ness districts and factory sites. 
Under these conditions speculative 
land values, high taxes and special 
assessments are hard to avoid.

Outstanding varieties such as 
the A A R.S. winners will overcome 
many a handicap, but to insure 
the best results spend a little time 
in preparing the beds. Dig the bed 
to a depth of tkrelve to eighteen 
inches, and mix the soil with about 
26 per cent peat moss and about 
ten per cent compost or well-rotted 
manure. If these organic materials 
are not readily available, there are 
a number of all-purpose chemical 
fertilizers which can be mixed with 
the soil. A little manual labor at 
the start saves time and work 
later on. 
Plants should be put in the 
ground as soon as possible after 
th'ir arrival. It is a good idea to 
soak the roots in a pail of muddy 
water for a couple of hours before 
planting. 
DIG THE HOLES large enough 
to accommodate the roots without 
crowding, and deep enough so that 
the bud union will be at the sur­ 
face of the ground. Spread the 
roots so they point downward at 


Snapdragons Solve 
Many Garden Problems 
Snapdragons are the most ver­ 
satile of plants that grow well 
most any place in your garden and 
can be used to brighten those bare 
spots or to fill hard-to-plant areas. 
A small mass planting of snap­ 
dragons will screen porch founda­ 
tions or hydrants; that narrow 
strip of soil between driveway and 
house wall; and sunny walls where w 
reflected heat makes it difficult 
to grow any plants. 
Set out snapdragon plants from 
flats now. They soon will start to 
spread a green curtain over those 
bare spots, and will bloom in 
March. Space the plants 8" apart, 
and pinch them back when they 
are 6” tall to encourage bushier 
growth. You will find a variety of 
colors available, including yellow, 
scarlet, red and orange, as well 
as lighter tones and white.

Where you want height, plant 
the ‘"maximum” type of snapdra­ 
gon, which grows three to four 
feet tall and should be tied to 
stakes. For two to two-and-a-half 
foot growth, plant the ‘ tetraploid” 
type of snaps. Many good varieties 
of both types are offered. 


about forty-five degree angle and 
work the loose soil in around them. 
The simplest way to set the plant 
firmly is to build a cone of soil in 
the hole and spread the roots over 
the mound. 
Fill the hole two thirds of the 
way to the top with soil, and then 
pour in about half a pail of water, 
to eliminate air pockets. Then fill 
the rest of the hole with soil and 
mound soil to a height of about 
eight inches around the canes. 
This mound will protect the plant 
until growth begins* 
One of the big advantages of 
planting now is that it helps to 
distribute the work 
load, and 
means one less job for the gar­ 
dener when other garden chores 
begin to mount*. The work of 
planting roses is relatively easy 
and this preparation in advance 
will pay off in next years growing 
season.

The net result of these efforts 
has been only that the lake now 
has a more abundant population 
than ever of Canada geese, ducks, 
whistling swans, whlM perch, black 
bass, crappie and carp. Around its 
shores are plentiful numbers of 
deer, foxes, raccoons, oppossuuis, 
mink and bears. No farmers.

WASHINGTON (UJt)—The m«s- 
quite Invasion on some 704100,000 
acres of grassland in the South­ 
west is threatening the area's mul­ 
ti-million-dollar livestock industry. 
The hardy m e s q u i t e , which 
thrives with as little as three 
inches of moisture or as much as 
30, is no stranger to the region, 
but its rapid encroachment In re­ 
cent years is causing increased 
alarm among cattlemen and agri­ 
culture department specialists. 
Ranges choked with mesquite 
make the cattle round-bp a time- 
consuming and costly operation. 
Furthermore, the weed is eliminat­ 
ing land once suitable for grazing. 
This causes a corresponding de­ 
crease in grass cover, and acceler­ 
ates soil erosion.

Parishioners Make 
Dolls, Forget About 
Moving From Home 


VERONA, Italy 
— A young 
priest of a mountain village near 
here taught hia parishioners how 
to make dolls, to keep them from 
emigrating abroad. 
The Rev. Luigi Bodini of Lugo 
Di Valpantena organized a small 
factory 
where he teaches the 
young ones to make dolls and gives 
them a specialized handicraft ed­ 
ucation. With an initial fund of 
16,400, which he obtained from 
families of the valley, he bought 
the raw materials required for his 
artisan shop • 
After one year of work, the lit­ 
tle factory produces 500 dolls a 
month. They are made in unbreak­ 
able porcelain, they say “mama** 
and “papa" and close their eyes. 
Young girls cut and tailor the 
dresses. Young 
men 
bake the 
special clay in a homemade oven 
for the dolls’ bodies, heads, arms, 
and legs.
